DAN HOGAN OUT OF RACE. 
Dan Hogan of Mound City will not 
he internal revenue collector for the 
East St. Louis district. 
He practical­ 
ly had pulled out of the race, owing 
to the strength of the opposition to 
him, particularly in Chicago. 
President Roosevelt promised the 
place to Senator Hopkins at the time 
of the distribution of state patronage 
following the last senatorial election. 
Senator Hopkins recommended Hogan 
for the place. This produced a storm 
of protests from business men in Chi­ 
cago and elsewhere throughout the 
state. 
The result was that when Collector 
Powell’s term expired he was allowed 
to continue in office and J Btogan was 
put off until after election. 
Since 
then General Powell has died, and a 
real vacancy has been created. Pro­ 
tests continued to pile up at the 
White House until it became evident 
his appointment would result in em­ 
barrassment to the president and Sen­ 
ator Hopkins. 
Hogan was in Washington last week 
on his way to New York, and said 
that if his candidacy was embarrass­ 
ing to the president or Senator Hop- 
kint be would not press the matter. 
He did not actually decline the honor 
which the president thus far has fore­ 
borne to thrust upon him, but he left 
the way ©pen for the authorities to 
forget him, which they will proceed to 
do with promptness and enthusiasm. 
The president probably will con­ 
tinue to place the office at the dis­ 
posal of Senator Hopkins, but with 
the understanding that Hogan is out 
of it for good.
